O n April 4, 1968, a bullet ended 
the life of Martin Luther King, 
Jr. After a 65-day manhunt, James 
Earl Ray was arrested for the crime. 
He pleaded guilty. Within hours, he 
was telling people that he was inno- 
cent of the crime and that he had 
been forced to enter a guilty plea. 

Thirty years later, the controversy over who lolled 
Martin Luther King, Jr., rages on. In Killing the 
Dreamy the man who debunked the myths and febri- 
cations surrounding the JFK assassination conducts a 
full-scale investigation into the slaying of Dr. King. 

Meticulously dissecting fact from fiction, Posner 
sheds new light on the crucial points of the assassina- 
tion, from the accounts of reliable and 
unreliable witnesses to the infrimous gun 
and bullet fi^agments. He punches holes 
in Ray’s own account of the events 
(which has changed several times), pay- 
ing particular attention to his move- 
ments the year he is supposed to have 
acted under direction of a man he calls 
“Raoul.” But Posner gives the reader an 
unprecedentedly full portrait of Ray 
himself a child of an impoverished fam- 
ily who grew up to be a liar, a petty crim- 








inal, and a virulent racist In conclusion, he examines 
other theories of the slaying, including the version of 
events favored by the King family, who are resolute in 
their belief in Ra/ s innocence. 

This is an excellent chance to view the investigative 
reporter at work, a book that balances the gravity of its 
subject with the excitement of a tautly paced narrative. 
A work no future historian of these events will be able 
to ignore, Killing the Dream is a powerful, responsible 
statement that should be listened to by 
anyone concerned with the truth about 
the events of April 4, 1968. (For more on 
Martin Luther King, Jr., see page 21.)
